Arrangement of the Various Offices 
—Onily Five Superior Court- 

rooms — Some of the 
Defects. 


. 
The work upon the interior of the new 
Courthouse is rapidly drawing toward com- 
pletion, and in all probability the larger 
part of the building will be ready for occu- 
pancy in less thana month from today. 
Most of the office fixtures, such as counters, 
flesks and other heavy furniture, have 
already arrived from the East, and in sev- 
eral instances have been put together in 
working order. Much yet remains to be 
done, however, before the county officials 
can take possession of their new quarters, 
but fortunately itis of such a nature as to 
allew of its being rushed without danger of 
depreciation thereby. 

The Supervisors have been compelled to 
make a number of changes from the ideas 

they origivally determined tocarry into 

execution, and the probabilities are that one 

or.two mere will be necessitated before the 

arrangements are completed, but at the 
resent time the building is paftitioned as 
ollows: 

On entering the basement of the bullding 
from the main entrance on Broadway, one 
finds oneself in a wide and lofty corridor, 
which runs the entire length of the building. 
In the center is a broad and imposing iron 
staircase which leads up tothe first floor. 
On the right of this, and in the southeast 
corner of the building is the Recorder's 
office, while the ball of records and that 
Official’s private office is placed ina simi- 
lar position overhecd., 

On the left is that of the County Clerk, to 
whom has been allotted more space than to 
any other official, owing to the amount of 
business transacted therein, the main office, 
upstairs, being connected by an iron stair- 
case, Adjoining the County Olerk's pri- 
vate office are the County Surveyor’s 
quarters. On the other side of the corridor 
are the Coroner’s, Public Administrator’s 
and Sheriff's offices,the last named occu- 
pying the whole of the southwest corner of 
the basement, «djoining the jail. 

On the first floor aud directly over the 
Sheriff’s quarters, are the Tax Collector’s 
and Assessor’s offices, and a large map 
room, while on the right of the staircase 

are the Auditor’s, Treasurer’s and School 
Superintendent’s oflices. 

One of the finest rooms in the building, 

that in me rotunda in the center, has been 

set apart by the Supervisors for cher own 
use as a meeting room, a small apartment 
adjoining belug also .itted up as a commit- 
tee room. 

The whole of the second floor will be de- 
voted to the department of justice, but by 
some strange oversight either on the part 
of the designer or the county officials, the 
arrangements on this fluor are such as to 
admit of only five courtrooms, and as a 
‘matter of consequence one of ‘the depart- 
ments of the Superior Court will bave to 
remain outside for the present at all events. 
It will be remembered that the six Superior 
judges drew lots ferthe choice Of rooms, 
Judges Shaw, Clark, Smith, Van Dyke. 
McKinley and Wade ‘drawing in the order 
named. Their selections resulted in Depart- 
ment Five being located in the northeast 
corner, Department Two in the north west; 
Department One in the southwest, and De- 
E. Four in the southeast. At Judge 

Kinley’s special request the Supervisors 
allotted the rotunda to Department Five, 
although it had at first been designed for 
the county law library, which will now be 
placed in the attic The center rooms on 
the east side have been apportioned to the 

_ District Attorney. Between each of the court- 
rooms are large apartments which will be fit- 
ted up as the judges’ chambers. One serious 
error is noticeable iu each of the four large 
courtrooms, and it is evident that the arcuni- 
tect had not given the subject much study. 
Galleries have been erected fur the accom- 
modation of spectators in each room; but 
Strange to say, instead of locatin them 
near the doors, and against dead wails, they 
are so placed as to completely shut out thę 
_light which would otherwise be fl ven bya 
number of handsome windows. Then again 
the arrangements of the benches is not 
‘ nearly as satisfactory as might have been 
expected, the fact that accommodations for 
jurors were almost as requisite as the bench 
itself, being entirely overlooked. Of course 
some of these defects can and will be reme- 
died in short order, but unfortunately: the 
unsightly galleries are permanent structures 
und cannot well be removed. It is under- 
stood that suitable quarters will be fitted up 
for Judge Wade in the spacious attics, in 
the near future, and, should some guarantee 
be given that the expenses necessitated 
thereby will be refunded, it is not improba- 
ble that quarters will aiso be fitted up for 
the Supreme Court. At present, however, 
the Supervisors very wisely refuse to ex- 
pend $15,000 of the county funds in doing 
this, on the strength of a possible appropri- 
ation by the next Legislature.

CHINESE SLAVERY. 


THE HEATHEN NO RESPECTER 
OF THE LAW. 


Even Murder Connived at In Order 
to Keep the Females in Sub- 
jection — Some Cases 
in Point. 


Owing to the reticence of the Chinese on 
all matters relating to themselves and their 
customs, and the absolutely impregnable 
ignorance they assume when approached by 
foreigners, itis not to be wondered at that 
the general public knows little or nothing of 
the barbarous habits of the Mongolian, 
who resides in the very midst of the most 
civilized communities. yet sets their laws 
at defiance and lives up to the code of 
morals in vogue in his own country. 

For instance, it is not generally known 
thatin this free and enlightened city today 
area number of female slaves, who are 
completely under the control of their own- 
ers, for whose benefit they are compelled to 
devote themselves, body and soul. Yet such 
a state of affairs exists in Chinatown, and 
every effort of the authorities to put a stop to 
it has ‘hitherto proved unavailing, because of 
the wiliness of the heathen interested in 
this matter. All the women engaged in 
illicit commerce in Chinatown, sre owned 
by the mgn who, when questioned, state 
that they are their wives or cousins. 

Several cases are on record where these 
poor creatures have rebelled against their 
hard bondage; but as their masters have a 
code of their own laws, which is so elas- 
tic as to condone even murder if necessary 
to secure secrecy, it is not surprisiug that 
such cases are very rare. The murder of 
the “Peruvian Princess,” by whose death 
certain damaging evidence was withheld. 
againat her owner; aud that of Goéot Gue, 
who was killei op the eve of her clandes- 
tine departure from this city, are the most 
giertog instances.Another case of a sim- 

lar nature is believed to have occurred 
within tho past few weeks, although as 
usual, no definite proof can be obtained: 

On Saturday. morning, the 20th ult, a 

female slave named Tong You was taken 
suddenly in her “crib” on Apusblasa 
street, and after she had suffered horrible 
tortures all day, was h to a room 
on Nigger Alley, where she died. Coroner 
Weidon was notified and the body was 
removed to the morgue, where an inquest 
was held next day. It was then stated that 
the woman’s husband had gone to China, 
before the passage of the exclusion act, but 
was now unable to return, and that this 
news so worked upon the unfortunate 
woman as to cause her to take an overdose 
of opium with suicidal intent. This very 
pretty story was undoubtedly concocted on 
the night before the inquest, but as a num- 
ber of witnesses appeared and went through 
the farce of being sern, it was duly ac- 
cepted as being tru 

Since the inques however, it bas trans-. 
pired that Tung You never had a bus- 
band, but was owned by a China- 
man, whose brother is popularly known 

as “Sullivan.” This man had been notified 
a a tov days prior to the alleged “suicide,” 
that her former owner, from whom she had 
been purchased for $1500, was coming down 
trom San Francisco to collect this sum, the 
money not having been paid at the time of 
the conveyance, 

It was also learned that the woman had 

saved up a considerable sum of money, un- 
known to her owner, from her illicit earn- 
ings, with the intention of utilizing it in an 
attempt to escape from bondage, and that 
her master had discovered her deception. 
In view of these facts, and also taking into 
consideration the knowledge that she was 
one of the most good-natured, bright little 
women of her- class, the authorities have 
good reason to believe that she met with 
foul play. It is absolutely impossible to 
prove that such was the case, however, for 
the reasons stated above. 
It is claimed by those who are in a posi- 
tion to know whereof they speak, 
that there are two little giris, about 
10 years of age, both of whom were 
born in bondage, for whom the sum of $2000 
each is demanded by their respective own- 
ers, and this vile traffic is looked upon as 
perfectly legitimate by the Mongolians. 

Under the existing state of affairs, how- 
ever, the authorities are completely power- 
less, and nothing can be done to prevent 
this notorious traffic, unless by some un- 
foreseen chance some Chinaman, with little 
respect for his own life, can be induced to 
talk about his fellow-countrymen.

Ocher fakirs 
besides lottery confidence operators 
have adopted this plan, but the pub- 
lie is not to be so easily deluded nowa- 
days by this means as it once was. 


DurInG the month of June there 
were 102 arrests for drunkenness in 
Los Angeles—a greater number than 
for any one month. the past three 
years. Another significant feature is 
that most of these arrests ure made 
during Sunday. There is evidently 
some leak in the Sunday closing ordi- 
nance, which leak should be discov- 
ered and stopped. If a law of this 
description is not strictly enforced, it 
works manifest injustice to those who 
observe it. Saloon-keepers complain

QUITE a number of persons have 
been prostrated by the heat iu North- 
ern aud Ceutral California during the 
past few weeks.

A remarkable fact is that the 
climate in Southern California—at 
least in this vicinity—has been mild and 
pleasant.

THE IDEAL COUNTRY LIFE, 


Wo have frequently called attention 
‘to the advantages which California 
offers, under the colony system of set- 
tlement, for the introduction: of an 
ideal form of country life. One of 
the great drawbacks to the life of the 
average American farmer is its isola- 
tion and drudgery, the farm houses 
often being located several miles from 
each other. Under such circum- 
stances, it is no wonder that a disgust 
of farm life often grows upon persons 
of intelligence and vivid imagination 
and that it is hard work to keep boys 
on the farm. ‘This dreary, hermit-like 
form of living is unknown in Europe, 
where the agriculturists cluster in vil- 
lages and enjoy each others’ society 
when the day’s tasks are done. 

These ideas have occurred to John 
W. Bookwalter, who oWns 60,000 acres 
of land iu Nebraska, and was himself 
brought up on a farm. He proposes to 
work a revolution among the farmers 
of that State, by collecting them to- 
gether in smafi areas—not in villages, 


| but in little groups, with the farms all 


about, encircling the homes, and not 
more than a third of a mile distant. 
He proposes to begin this in Pawnee 
county, where a little settlement has 
already been named afterhim. He 
will build a town ball and establish a 
free circulating library. He gives the 
following as a few of the cardinal ad- 
vantages to be derived from this plan: 


First—The tedium of tarm life in general 
will be removed. 
Secuond—lIt will keep the farm boys at 


home and make them more contented with 
their life. 


Toird—1t will tend to advance the farmer 
in education, knowledge of worldly atfaits, 
and-pot him in touch with the we. d. 

Fou.ch—He ¢an go to church several 
times . week if he chooses without driving 
ten m.les to get there. 

Fifth—If domestic service is desired in 


the household, it will be a much easier mat- 
ter to obtain and retain it. 


In short, the scheme offers all the 
virtues of country life without the 
vices of the city. Mr. Bookwalter isa 
sensible man and a practical philan- 
tbropist. His plan deserves success 
and we trust will attain it. We would, 
however, again remark that ‘this sec- 
tion offers advantages and facilities 
for such a method of country life as 
can never be obtained in the East. 
Here, where ten acres are sufficient to 
support a family in comfort, there is 
no need of acentral village, for each 
Tesidencé may be within 200 yards 
of its neighbor and yet stand in the 
midst of its own grounds. It is South- 
ern California that the rus in urbe may 
be enjoyed to perfection. 


THE CHINE * AND THE FRUIT 
BUSINESS, 


An article in the San Francisco 
Chronicle, which we, republish in this 
issue, shows that the Chinese are 
branching out from the vegetable busi- 
ness, which they have long almost. 
monopolized, and are going into the 
truit business on a large scale. They 
are now making contracts to purchase, 
and packing crops in some of the larg- 
est fruit-producing sections of the 
State. The white buyers are, of 
course, much put out at this new op- 
position, and claim that the Chinese 
will ruin the business by packing and 
shipping inferior fruit. The growers, 
however, are apt to take the matter 
very philosophically, and as long as 
the Chinese offer better prices 
than their white competitors, 
will doubtless. continue to sell 
to them. It has yet to be shown 


* * 


that the Chinese will ship inferior 


fruit to that packed by white men, and 
meantime their competition will act 
as a check upon corners“ and com- 
bines, which are not an unknown 
quantity among the Caucasion commis- 
sion houses. 

This movement on part of the 
Chinese emphasizes the need which 
existed for the exclusion act, and fully 
justifies that law.

have already practically monopo- 
lized many fields of manufacture, 
such as shoes,cigars and underciothing. 


TEMESCAL TIN. 


The Temescal tin mines are no 
longer an experiment, but a success. 
A Pomona dispatch announces that on 
Friday the mines finished a rus of six 
days’ smelting, and the company has 
shipped 38,000 pounds of American pig 
tin at 25 cents apound. The company 
is now operating on two veins of tin 
ore, and the result of the six months’ 
work shows that all the ore is averag- 
ing 16 per cent., while selected ore is 
often found over 70 per cent. Unse- 
lected ore in the Cornwall mines seldom 
runs over 5 per cent.

The greatest rivalry among railroad 


men is in the getting out of guide books. 
Several years ago a rich southern: rail- 
road published a luxuriousty gotten up 
book as handsome as almost any example 
of a rich edition of Shakespeare that men 
and women display upon a parlor center 
table. It was thought then that ‘the 
limit of enterprise and expenditure had 
been reached, and that there never would 
be anything finer bearing the imprint of 
a general passenger office. 

But that elegant volume is almost for- 
gotten now. Its defects were that its 
pictures were ready made, and repre- 
sented a low grade of art, while the 
letter press, or reading matter, was the 
work of the general passenger agent—a 
clever man but not a professional writer.

THE PASSENGER RATE WAR 


When Scalpers Gat In Their Fine 
‘Work—Frult Shipments — The 
Fresno Mountain Road 
General Notes. 


The resolution recently adopted by the 
Central Traffic Association passenger de- 
partment. imposing stringent conditions to 
the issue of cer ificate excursion rates, has 
been received with avast amount of dis- 
gust by the parties seeking reduced rates, 
and has served to greatly diminish the 
number of certificate fares authorized. In 
fact, it has made them practically prohibit- 
ive. The obnoxious conditions are these: 
The secretary of an orgauization which 
seeks a reduced rate must deposit with the 
Central Traffic Association before the con- 
vention opens a guaranty fee of $50 that 
the tickets issued will not be scalped, and 
must also advance to the association a per 
diem of & to pay the expenses of a Central 
Traffic Association agent, Who will 
attend the convention, and also 5 
for his sleeping car fare. Thus 
if the proposed convention is to continue in 
session for three days it will cost the excur- 
sionists $23 and as much of the €50 as is nec- 
essary to redeem all tickets fgund in the 
possession of scalpers. if the attendance 
should prove to be less than one hundred, 
or whatever number was estimated by the 
applicant, the reduction in rates would be 
refused, and besides their regular full fare 
paid, the society would be out its advances 
made to the traffic association’s agent. 
Very few organizations will consent to com- 
ply with these exactions, and the result will 
be few, if any, certificate excursion rates 
will be authorized. The same result could 
be obtained by a cleaner-cut method if all 
certificate fees were abolished instead of 
imposing obnoxious conditions that will not 
be observed, and which only impart to the 
applicant a feeling that an injustice to his 
order has been contemplated.
